At the point of the greatest depression, the settle 
had reached 1S.92" (under date of June 26, 1944). 
general, the floor becomes more saucer shaped as tin 
interior columns continue settling faster than the , 
walls. This continued settlement has resulted in num. 
cracks in the plaster finish of the building and in 
masonry of the building and the repairs of the damaf* 
caused by the settlement of this building constitute one of 
the major items of expense to this Hospital, 

Mechanical Department — The Main Powerhouse, G»- 
rage, shops, air-conditioning and refrigeration equip: 
pneumatic tube system, and the water, gas and ele. 
supply system, as well as the sewerage disposal pi a; 
the Hospital have been maintained in a satisfactory ( 
tlon. Numerous repairs have been carried out « 
needed. Rearrangement and installation of steam linos 
the Hospital grounds have been carried out with a r< 
ant saving in fuel cost. 

In order to maintain proper temperatures at all 

times for the protection of the health, and the assurers 
of the comfort of infants bom in this Hospital, a s*p»- 
rate heating system has been installed in the p'rem:r 
infant unit and the babies units. 

Heating equipment has also been installed in tta 
basement of the Main Hospital. Previously there 
no heat at all In most of the basement, and since mm.' 
employees work there, not only were they subject 
severe discomfort, but their efficiency was imp*- 
This has now been corrected. 

Generally speaking-, the mechanical services of 
Hospital have been maintained in a most sat 
condition. 

Laundry — Both the building and the mech;. 
equipment in the laundry have been maintained in :\ 
isfactory condition, and the laundry has rendered < 
lent service to the Hospital.

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In addition to the above, the Board or Administra- 
tors authorized the purchase of one Ford ambulance, 
which will be delivered shortly after the close of the 
present fiscal year. 

Also authorized was the purchase of a mobile unit 
for the collection of blood for the Blood Bank. 

The Hospital operates three Cadillac ambulances 
which were purchased during 1939. These cars are old 
and badly worn. As soon as new ambulances are avail- 
able, it is advisable to replace these three units. 

The two Buick ambulances purchased during 1942 
are rendering- satisfactory service. 

Realdent Staff — The Hospital has continued to ex- Patients' 

perience great difficulty in maintaining- a resident and Services 

jntern staff, as well as a staff of visiting physicians. 
The national Procurement and Assignment Service has 
limited our staff of resident physicians to seventy-two, 
»nd our intorn staff to seventy-eight, a total of one hun- 
dred and fifty, whereas the normal complement of this 
Hospital was two hundred and ninety-three, as of July 
If 1941.

The 
Committee was of the opinion that the absolute mini- 
mum number of interns necessary for the proper opera- 
tion of this Hospital is ninetv-seven, including four den- 

1 interna, and the Committee believes that eighty res- 
ident physicians are absolutely necessary. 
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The Hospital authorities have done everything i» 
their power to obtain additional resident physician* 
and interns; however, the national Procurement am! 
signment Service has consistently refused to incre*** 
the number of interns and resident physicians alloted te 
us. 

Externa — We have continued the use of extern* 
and during this period of time approximately th. 
four extems have been employed at all times by' th; 
stitution. 

Extents are members of the senior classes of 
Tulane School of Medicine, Louisiana State Univei 
School of Medicine, and the Loyola University School 
of Dentistry. These medical students perform numerous 
functions in this Hospital, such as assisting in the Patk- 
ology Department, the X-ray Department, and the 
ical Records Librajry. They receive no remuneration 
from the Hospital. They do, however, receive roof- 
meals and laundry. Their employment has materially as- 
sisted the Hospital in carrying- on the functions of 
Hospital and was made necessary because of los- 
trained personnel in this Institution. 

Vialtlng Staff — The normal quota of visiting pi 
cians of this Hospital on July 1, 1941 was three hur 
and sixty-six, including thirty-seven visiting dentist.- 
the close of this fiscal year, there were two hundred ad 
forty-one visiting physicians, including twenty > 
dentists. The loss in the number of visiting physicia 
does not reflect the full loss of visiting physicia 
vices to this Hospital because those physic it 
main are so busily occupied with other duties th 
impossible for them to devote as much time to t 
pita! as they would like to, and as is necessary.

three cadet nurses enrolled in the School, the larc 
cadet nurse enrollment in any school in the e.v 
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The Charity Hospital School of Nursing, through 
it* affiliation with the United States Cadet Nurse Corps, 
om provided opportunities for young women never be- 
f[f offered in the history of this Institution. All quali- 
fied young women who join receive the following advan- 
tages as members of the Corps: 

A monthly stipend of $15.00 during the first nine 
months of pre-cadet period. 

$20.00 monthly during- the next twenty-one months 
of Junior cadet period, and 

$30.00 during the last six months of Senior cadet 
period. 

A distinctive out-door uniform with insignia is also 
provided, and continuation of this Federal aid has been 
guaranteed until the three-year course has been com- 
pleted, even though the war should cease, provided the 
mining course was started ninety days before the declara- 
tion of peace. 

Enrollment in this nursing course does not mean 
that the students will be pressed into military service 
against their will. Thev are at liberty, at the completion 
of their course, to join the armed services and receive 
urr.ru mission, or they may continue to serve in the Hos- 
pital, or to go work in some industrial plant as a grad- 
uate nurse, a service for which there is a very large 
demand at the present time. 

This course is offered to all young women as an op- 
portunity for service in the future whether it be in ci- 
vilian hospitals, government hospitals, industrial plants, 
or at home. 

Affiliation With Other Schools of Nursing — This 
Hospital is affiliated with twenty -eight Schools of Nurs- 
'ntr, eleven within the State of Louisiana, and seventeen 
outside of the State, By means of this affiliation, two 
hundred and eight student nurses, who were receiving 
'mining in smaller hospitals, were admitted into 
this School of Nursing in order to receive training in 
in departments of the Institution. 
The Board of Administrators authorized the Char- 
tal School of Nursing to enter into an affida- 
vit h the Dillard University of this Citv for the 
training of Negro nurses on wards set aside for Negro 
patients in this Hospital. By means of this service, nurs- 
ing education is offered to Negro women who are there- 
to* afforded an opportunity to serve the members of 
i ;ice. 

Thronph affiliation with the Louisiana State Uni- 
ur nurses are offered the opportunity of at- 
tfndinp a five-vear program of nursing education, upon 
completion of which program a Bachelor of Science de- 
p*a is awarded. During the past year, there were sev- 
enteen students registered in this five-year program. 
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The School of Nursing also offers the opportunity 
for post-graduate work for those students who 
additional training in certain departments. During tbe 
past year, sixteen post-graduate students were regw- 
tered.

lem. Two floors in the main buiiding have been set 
and equipped as dormitories for under-graduaU* 
dent nurses. This necessitated the purchase of 
ture, bed linens, etc. in rather large amounts. V 
changes have been made in the under-graduate 
nurses home in order to accommodate additional 
dents. The faculty of the School of Nursing has had I 
be enlarged. Additional clinical or ward instru 
have been employed, and additional burdens have be** 
placed on the Housekeeping, Dietary and other depig- 
ments of the Institution, All of this has been more I 
justified by the services rendered by the under-gradual 
student nurses, and the Hospital realizes its obligat-.c-' 
in carrying out the training of these young women. 

Volunteer Nurse Aids — We have continued t 

operate with the Red Cross in training Volunteer \ 
Aids who, during the past year, gave a total of 35,6<"'< 
nursing hours to this Institution. Four hundred anii 
ty seven Volunteer Nurse Aids were graduated dur;- 
the past fiscal year.

Increasing costs and difficulty in obtaining articles Dietary 

f food, as well as inability to maintain a sufficient Department 
•ource of competent employees, plus a large increase in 
uw number of meals served because of increased popu- 
lation of the Hospital, has placed a heavy burden on 
this department of the Institution. Every effort has 
been made to render satisfactory service to our patients 
»nd employees. Substitution of foods, closer supervision, 
»nd careful purchasing have enabled this department 
to function in a satisfactory manner and at the same 
time hold down the over-all cost 

This year has seen the fruition of our plan for the School for 
establishment of the School for Dietitians. Space has Dietitians 
heen set aside and equipped for the care of the students 
in dietetics. Rules and regulations governing the school 
have been drawn up. The training and teaching program 
has been worked out and the first class of students se- 
lected and obtained. The school will open on July 1, 
'944. This school will offer to the young women of the 
South an opportunity of receiving training which will 
enable them to become dietitians in anv hospital, col- 
or industrial plant. At the completion of their 
rr >urse of training, they will be eligible for application 
TO registration by the American Dietetic Association. 
We believe this is the only school of its kind south of 
the Mason-Dixon line. 

The entire Dietary Department and the School for 
•Jietitians are being efficiently administered by Sister 
r-uphemia. 

The Pathology Department of the Hospital, in com- Pathology 
fnon with all other departments of the Hospital, has lost Laboratories 
many of its trained technicians. Every effort is being 
"'■de to overcome this handicap, bv using externs in 
this Department, and by training laboratory technicians 
in the School for Laboratorv Technicians, which is un-

Obstetrical Clinics — Prom two hundred and 
five to two hundred and thirty expectant mot I 
tend each of these clinics. Should this number 
to increase, it will be necessary for the Hosnit!!l ■ 
additional units which will be extremely difficult *> 
our limited personnel and funds. 
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Rabiei — The Pasteur Institute which Is one of our 
Out-Patient Clinics, has been almost overwhelmed by 
the rabies epidemic. From a normal number of Un or 
twelve patients per day, the attendance of this clinic 
ha« increased to as many as one hundred and sixty-five 
patients a day. After adoption of proper laws and regu- 
lations by the City of New Orleans, the number of pa- 
tients applying for Pasteur Treatment has decreased un- 
til at the close of the fiscal year there were approximate- 
ly fifty cases applying for treatment. 

Syphilis — The clinic for the treatment of syphilis 
was reopened during the past fiscal year. This wai the 
only clinic which had remained closed following 1 the fi- 
nancial difficulties which this Hospital experienced dur- 
ing 1942. The clinic has been reorganized and is being 
conducted on a much more satisfactory basis. 

Admitting Rooms — All patients who apply to this 
Hospital for admission are seen in the Admitting Rooms 
of this Institution and are given a thorough physical ex- 
amination by the physician on duty. 

During the past year, from six hundred to eight 
hundred persons per day were seen in these Admitting 
Rooms. Before the present emergency the Hospital em- 
ployed sixteen full-time physicians who served in these 
Admitting Rooms. During the past year we were able 
to obtain the services of only three full-time admitting 
physicians. No other doctors were available. This de- 
partment of the Hospital presents one of the most seri- 
ous problems within this Institution. We hare been 
forced to rotate our interns and residents through this 
department and the Hospital has an insufficient num- 
ber of residents and interns. Consequently, we have 
been unable to give the service we wouid like to give 
to our patients in this department. Every effort has 
been made to overcome this handicap by the us« of Vol- 
unteer Nurse Aids, by the assignment of graduate 
nurses to this department, and by careful organizatJon 
and supervision of these rooms, and by every ether 
means available. The Hospital recognizes th.it th" only 

ient solution of this problem is the employment of 
additional physicians, but for the duration of the pres- 
ent national emergency this is apparently impossible. 

Accident Rooms — The Accident Rooms of the Hos- 
pital have shown a steady increase in cases received and 
cared for. This was to be expected because *he Charity 
Hospital maintains the only emergency ambulance icr- 
rtce within the City and probably 90% of the emergency 
cases in the City are cared for in the Accident Rooms 

liis Institution. The increase in the number of pa- 
tients was evidently brought about by the increase in 
the population of the City of New Orleans. 

General Medical, Surgical and Obstetrical Care — Patients' 
The Main Building of the Hospital is dedicated to the Services 
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care of acute medical and surgical cases, obstetrical 
cases, diseases of children and infants, wl urological 
and mental cases. 

Infantile Paralysis — The third Hoor of the building 
known as the Old Female Medical Building has been 
renovated and equipped as a unit for the care of infan- 
tile paralysis cases. These cases are segregated in 
building. Many of them are treated by the so-called 
Kenny method. This is a joint project of this Hospital 
and the Crippled Children's Division of the I 
State Board of Health. Specially trained nurses and 
personnel are employed in this department, whic:: 
under the able supervision of Dr. Branch Aymond, Th* 
patients are cared for by the visiting and resident 
staffs of this Hospital. 

During the past year, one hundred and twenty- 
three patients were admitted to this unit, and B 
were only three deaths. Toward the close of the f 
year, it was very evident that we were facing an 
crease in the number of infantile paralysis cases, 
the Board of Administrators authorized the renov; I 
and equipment of the 2nd floor of this building- in order 
to afford additional space for the care of thr> vie: 
of this unfortunate condition. This additional unit 
be placed in operation during the next fiscal year. 

Tuberculosis — The John DIbert Memorial Hospital 
is for the care of acute white tuberculosis pati> • 
has operated during the entire year at practic 
capacity. This building has been maintained in a s;: 
factory condition and every effort has been madt 
make the stay of these patients most pleasant. 

The care of colored tuberculosis patients has 
ready been commented on in this report.

By means of this highly technical equipment, the 
cians attached to this Hospital have been 
aided in making diagnoses of difficult brai? 

Lung Station — On December 16, 1943, a Lung 
tion was established in this Hospital. The equi prats 
for this Lung Station was contributed by Mr, Sylvesi" 
Labrot. This station was organized under the ri 
of Dr. George Meneely, who resigned during j u [-, 
1943, and who was replaced by Dr. John S. LaDr 
present Director of this Department. 

This Lung Station is of particular value in t \. 
mining whether patients who are to be subj. 
thoracic surgery are fit subj'ects for surgical op, 
and is used in assisting doctors in making diagnoa* 
and checking the results of their treatment. 
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Contagious Building — During the past year, there 
has been a serious increase in the State of Louisiana of 
meningitis. The Charity Hospital provides practically 
the only place for treatment of infectious meningitis 
cases. Persons found infected are confined to our Con- 
tagious Building. Because of the introduction of Sulfa- 
drugs, this disease is not nearly as serious as it was 
Hve years ago when from seventy to ninety percent 
of the persons contracting meningitis died. Today deaths 
from this cause in the Hospital have been reduced to 
approximately seventeen percent. 

Treatment of Children — Special care has been de- 
■d to the children who are confined to this Hospital. 
Modern class rooms have been established for both white 
»nd colored children, and also for those children who 
*re confined to the infantile paralysis unit. Instruction 
for these children is carried out under the supervision 
of the public school system of the State of Louisiana 
! n such manner as to permit the children confined to 
this Hospital to continue their studies just as if they 
*ere attending their home schools. 

Specialised diet kitchens for the preparation of in- 
fants' foods have been set up and maintained. In these 
diet kitchens the various formulae for infant feeding 
are prepared under absolute asceptic technique. The re- 
sults have been fully justified. Probably the mo^t out- 
standing example is the reduction in mortality among 
our premature infants from a high of about seventy- 
five per cent to less than thirty per cent at the present 
time, and we hope to reduce this further. 

Hospitalization of Employees — During the past Employees 
year, the Hospital has extended to alt of its employees 
the right of examination and treatment in both our clin- 
ics and in-patient department. 

Salaries — Salary adjustments and equalizations 
have been made in conformity with Civil Service regu- 
lations. Approximately one-third of our employees are un- 
akilled, and during the encumhency of the present Board 
•nd Director of this Hospital, salaries of this low in- 
come group have been increased from a minimum of 
?' J .5,00 per month to a minimum of $65.00 per month. 
This, of course, is still very low and provides a serious 
i 'cm in employment turn-over to our department 
but it is the best we can do and still remain 
our appropriation. Skilled labor is being paid sal- 
aries comparable with that being paid to equal positions 
in private industry. The Hospital has lost many of its 
highlv skilled and trained technical employes. There can 
t>c replaced at the present time. The only solution 
» to train others to replace them. This, too, is oxpen- 
Atl in all, our employees have been through the 
most loyal They have faithfully shouldered the ad- 
ditional burdens placed upon them, and have been most 
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understanding and cooperative. Many departments of 
the Hospital have been forced to substitute female labor 
for male labor and today women are doing work wl 
we previously considered impossible for them to per- 
form. This has meant an increase in the number of 
our employees, as In many cases two women are required 
to do the work which one man could perform. 

The turn-over in our personnel has continued to be 
heavy. This is an expensive item. Unskilled and un- 
trained employees are not satisfactory, nor are they eco- 
nomical. Adjustments in salaries have been carried 
very extensively. The major portion of these adjust- 
ments have been among the low-paid group of em- 
ployees. 

Budget The Hospital budget for the biennium beginnirg July 

1, 1944 was prepared and submitted to the Dpi- 
of Finance and to the Legislature. The budget 
sented was arranged after calling numerous confert- 
of all of the department heads and after a stui!y o:" 
costs of operating the Hospital for the past thrw 
which is that period during which we have accu- 
data, this information was then compiled and studiei 
the Director of the Hospital, the Secretary-Treasur< 
the Hospital, and the Chief Accountant of the Hospital. 
and a tentative budget drawn up and presented to the 
Board of Administrators for final study, correction and 
approval. The budget finally submitted to the Legislature, 
therefore, represented the opinions of those who are 
charged with the responsibility of operating this Hospital. 
The action of the Legislature regarding this budget la » 
matter of record. 

Hospital authorities are devoting considerate* 
thought to planning a well-organized post-war d 
ment plan for this Institution. These plans are far from 
being complete, but when completed, it is our hope that 
they will serve as a blue print for providing thi 
sary needs of this Hospital and for Its possible fin 
development.

The Charity Hospital of Louisiana at New Or- Admission 
leans is a general hospital for the care of acute medical Policies 

»nd surgical diseases among the poor of the State of 
Louisiana. The Hospital authorities have endeavored to 
live up to this policy and to limit admission to those pa- 
ts who are citizens of the State of Louisiana, who 
•re in need of medical and surgical attention, and who 
• re unable to pay for it. The only exception to this poU 
being those emergency cases who seek treatment 
«nd who, because of their condition, must be attended 
to. These patients are billed for all services rendered. 
ry effort is made to collect these accounts. The At- 
torney General of the State of Louisiana appoints one 
of his assistants to assist this Hospital in collecting ac- 
counts. We discourage admission of patients who are 
*bte to pay for several reasons. First, the doctors of this 
contribute many hours of their time without charge, 
in order to serve the indigent sick at a tim3 when they 
•re already overworked and it is certainly not our pur- 
pose to compete with them in their profession. Second, 
*e do not want to compete with private hospitals ; third, 
•• a purely practical matter it actually costs our insti- 
tution money to administer to pay patients even though 
they pay for the service. All funds that are collected by 
the hospital are turned back to the State Treasury and 
deducted from our appropriation. This mean* that the 
medicine we use and the service we render in administer- 
to these patients costs the hospital money for which 
we are not reimbursed by the State, The Charity Hos- 
pital is essentially an institution for the poor and in- 
digent sick and it is the purpose of our Board to main- 
tain it as such. 

Pay patients are only admitted to the hospital in 
r i?ency cases, otherwise they are referred to private 
•ut ions. 

However, an aggressive effort has been made bv 
ns to prevent abuses and to collect from those emergency 
eMMta who are abte to pay.

Dear Dr. Daly: 

The Personnel Department has attempted to keep the Hospital so 
>Uffed that no service would be eliminated because of a personnel short- 
**e. We have worked with Department Heads in the matter ot revising 
(he duties and requirements of many positions because ot the lack of avail- 
able trained personnel. 

Positions which did not require special training have been kept rath- 
er steadily filled. There has been, however, an acute shortage in the fol- 
lowing classes of positions: Nurses, medical laboratory technologist, X-ray 
^hnlclane and anesthetists. Every attempt has been made to substitute 
female workers for male workers wherever (possible. In Bome positions 
there could be no substitution and in units in which these positions were 
located serious difficulties arose from time to time. 

The units which had most trouble because of the lack of available 
male personnel were the morgue unit, that utift of the Engineering 
action in which ice is made and harvested, and the warehouse unit. 

The Personnel Department is making use of training programs and 
films available to the Hospital through the U. S. E. 8, and the TJ. S. 
Army. It Is the object of the Personnel Department to Institute training 
Programs for employes in all departments of the Hospital. 

In May, 1944, the Department of Finance took over the control of the 
Payrolls of the Hospital. All forms necessary to the control ot payrolls 
ma4« in the Personnel Department. No serious problems have aris- 
«n because of the change in accounting procedures. 

We wish to thank the Department Heads for their cooperation dur- 
'■>« a year of extreme personnel shortage.

In reviewing the activities of the Nursing Department for the pa* 1 
year we note few accomplishments that can be listed as improve 
From day to day we have met new problems caused by the war i 
attendant circumstances, and our efforts have been directed towmn! 
making the adjustments necessary to insure the continuance of our 
It has been extremely difficult to provide adequate nursing ser\ 
patients in the face of a constant loss of personnel. This problem b«» 
been met ipartially by increasing the student body in our school ot 
ing. but this very expansion of the school has brought about man:. 
and serious problems. 

NURSING SERVICE DIVISION 
Personnel 

On June 30, 1943 we reported that 315 graduate nurses wei 
ployed on the graduate staff. At the end of this fiscal year we tin 
number reduced to 270. As the highest number of graduate nurses •»**' 
employed at Charity Hospital had been reached before the war 
over 600 graduate nurses were listed on the graduate nurse p.; 
have realized a total loss of over 300 graduate nurses, of whom l re- 
entered military service. Although three floors of the main h> 
building have remained closed to patients during the past year. tli. 
sus on the occupied floors has Increased in recent months and 
nursing staff has been taxed almost to the limit. The great ii 
our student body has been our only solution to the problem 
ing nursing service to patients, but we have been greatiy hantlli-appr- 
by a lack of sufficient graduate nurses to supervise these stu 

Volunteers 

Throughout the past year we have continued to use Volunteei 
Aides trained by the Red Cross, who gave a total of 35,664 hot 
the hospital. We wish to take this opportunity to commend thi 
Cross for the splendid training program which has provided needed a**!* 1 
ance.to the hospitals in these days of shortage of nurses. We 
to pay tribute to the hundreds of young women who have given so m»» 
hours of service to our patients and who have made themsc-lv, 
indispensable to the hospital. 

A new type of volunteer service was instituted at Charity I 
during the past year in the creation of the Hospital Aide Volir 
vice (HAVS), composed chiefly of high school girls of fifteen > 
over. Several hundred HAVS have taken the orientation course am 
dered approximately 15,892 hours of service in the hospital. Th. 
ties consist chiefly in supplying messenger service for the nursi 
they relieve for the skilled procedures In nursing. 

Other volunteer groups which should also be given recognit 
the Production Workers and the Canteen Workers of the local n 
chapter, who assisted with meal service to patients. 
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Opening of Convalescent Home 

Although It has been 'practically impossible to provide a nursing staff 
for new divisions in the hospital, the Nursing Department did undertake 
to supply the personnel needed to open the Lapeyre-MUtenberger Con- 
valescent Home In April. It was necessary to stipulate that the patients 
who would be sent to the building must require a minimum of nursing 
care as most of the service would be provided by trained attendants. The 
Sister who Is serving aa supervisor of the building and her assistant 
serve on the Eligibility Committee, which passes on the applications for 
transfer of patients to the Convalescent Home. 

Salary Adjustments 

It was necessary to raise the level of salaries for graduate nurses 
during the past year in order to retain nurses who were being attracted 
by belter salaries elsewhere. With the permission of the Department of 
<'lvl] Service, the beginning salary for the Graduate Nurse I (General 
Staff Nursej position was raised to $120.00, and that of the Graduate 
Kurse II (Head Nurse) position was raised to $135.00. The salary scale 
adopted in 1940 for graduate nurses, which provides Tor periodic raises 
for meritorious service, has been continued with some adjustments. The 
present salaries represent a much Higher level of pay than we were ac- 
rned to offer in (peace times, but they are still Insufficient to retain 
nurses on the staff. 

Salaries for auxiliary workers remain the same as reported last 
year. The beginning salary for men is entirely inadequate to attract or 
bold employees, and our greatest difficulty Is in maintaining a stable 
staff of male employees.

Increase In Faculty 

It will readily be seen that the large enrollment of students required 
an increase in the faculty of the School of Nursing. The full tim 
ing and administrative staff now numbers 32, which represents a 
crease of nine over last year. 

Basic science courses in Anatomy and Physiology, Chemistry M< 
Microbiology have been taught for many years in the science labor.. 
of the Louisiana State University School of Medicine by members 
full time teaching staff. It became necessary during the past year to *ur 
plement the teaching staff of the medical school, and this was <i, 
setting up a special budget which provided for the salaries of full UK* 
instructors in Chemistry and in Microbiology, and for part-time 8«" 
of medical students to assist with the course in Anatomy ami l'i; . 
These instructors work under the direction of the heads of the \ 
departments In the medical school who still continue to make then> 
selves responsible for the courses being taught to our precllnlcu: 
dents. 

In addition to assigning more classroom instructors this y*»ar. 
asked and obtained permission to appoint additional clinical in 
in the various specialties. The continued loss of graduate nurses i> 
hoBpita.1 floors has thrown an unusually heavy burden on the h. :; 
who, up to the present, has been given most of the 
teaching students while they were gaining their clinical 
the hospital. As the sole responsibility of the clinical Instructor 
teach and supervise student nurses, her presence relieves the he 
of much of her burden concerning students and allows time for niatiar 
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ment of her unit. At the present time two clinical instructors are func- 
tioning in the operating rooms, two on pediatrics, one on the medical 
wards, and others will be added as soon as they can he secured. 

To coordinate and guiiie the work of the clinical Instructors we ap- 
pointed an Assistant Director or the School of Nursing in Charge of Clin- 
ical instruction in February, In the short time since her appointment, 
she has assisted the supervisory staff and clinical Instructors fn the 
obstetric, pediatric, operating room, contagious, and white tuberculosis 
divisions in completing their procedure manuals, which are vitally need- 
ed for the clinical Instruction program in these divisions. She has like- 
wise set up a library in the hospital where ward supervisors and instruc- 
tors can secure needed materials for the teaching of students. 

Housing of Students 

Tli- number of students entering our School of Nursing during the 
Past year more than tripled the number that we ordinarily admitted be- 
fore the war. It will also be noted from the statistics Just quoted that 
(be number of affiliating studentB has doubled Itself. We found it neces- 
wry to convert vacant wards on two floors in the Main Hospital Build- 
in g into dormitories for student nurses. At the present time the Student 
Nurses* Residence is crowded to capacity and approximately two hun- 
dred students are being housed in the hospital. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The Nursing Division wishes to recommend that salaries he again ad- 
justed upward as soon as possible, in order to retain our present staff, 
*nd to attract qualified employees. As recommended previously, we wish 
to emphasize the need for bedside screens in the wards to insure privacy 
to patients.

ACTIVITIES AND ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
The Department has increased its volume of work this year, in aD he 
of a reduced staff and all the hardships of wartime managem. 

New Buildings Serviced 

The Delgado Unit was opened in May, and the feeding of this 
of patients is accomplished by the use of a food cart sent from the Main 
Hospital Kitchen. 

The Convalescent Home was opened in April, and these patienta tic 
also fed from the Main Kitchen. 

Statistics 

There has been a general increase in meals prepared for patients 
and personnel throughout the hospital. A comparison of figures to!

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Internship for Dietitians 

Plans have been completed for the internship for dietitians, which 
will begin on July 1, 1944. Ten interns have been selected for the year's 
training, which is planned to meet the requirements of the American 
Dietetic Association, 

Students must meet the following requirements: 

1. Minimum age of 21 years. 

2. At least a bachelor's degree from an accredited college or univer- 
sity with college curriculum meeting the standards of preparation estab- 
lished by the American Dietetic Association. 

3. Application for admission must be accompanied by: 

a. Transcript of college credits. 

b. Acceptable certificate of health and physical fitness for the 
work, signed by the applicant's physician. 

c. Names and addresses of professional persona prepared to give 
necessary information on character, ability, and personality. Such list must 
include a major professor in Home Economics. 

d. Applications are received in February and appointments made 
on or after the first of April. 

4. On admission, the hospital must be satisfied as to the physical con- 
dition of the student. 

After a trial period of several months an inspection committee of tte 
American Dietetic Association will visit Charity Hospital, at which time 
we hope to secure approval of our program. 

The plan for internship for student dietitians takes advantage of 
the following facilities offered at Charity Hospital and in the community: 

Administration: iTwo kitchens are available for study and experience. 
Both are new, and on the whole, adequately equipped and staffed. In the 
main kitchen about 10,000 meals are prepared dally. Of this number, about 
3.000 are for personnel. In general, three menus are followed: For pa- 
tients, employees, and staff. In the Nurses' Home kitchen about 1,200 meats 
are prepared daily, and only one menu and one type of service is followed. 

Five dining rooms are used, offering both waitress and cafeteria ser- 
vice. 

A large bakery, a meat cutting room, a vegetable (preparation room, 
and ample cold storage facilities are provided for observation and study. 

Student dietitians will be trained In all phases of food handling hy 
»iatf dietitians, with two exceptions. Actual food purchasing is done by a 
Purchasing agent, and most of the food cost accounting is done in the 
business office. Both of these operations will be presented to the student. 
f roblems in food preparation, standardization, cost, et cetera, will be studied. 

The French Market provides both wholesale and retail markets for 
Purchasing of perishables. Market trips are made twice weekly. 

The Dietary Department employs male and female help, both colored 
and white. Ample opportunity is offered for the practice of personnel man- 
agement and all aids — time studies, job analysis, et cetera, are used. 

In addition to hospital facilities. New Orleans offers many restaurants 
which are world famous for their French cuisine. These restaurants will 
be available for field trips. 
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Diet Therapy: Charity Hospital otters several advantages as a teach- 
ing hospital tor diet therapy. 

Two medical schools, Tulane University and Louisiana F.tate I 
versity, are located on either side of the hospital. Their libraries an. 
lures are available to students, and both schools use the hospital tor 
their own teaching. 

Charity Hospital, being a large state hospital in a semi-tropical cli- 
mate, always provides for study cases of tropical diseases and adv.- 
malnutrition which are not often seen in other parts of the com 

The hospital maintains Tuberculosis and Contagious Disease Units 
where feeding problems may be studied. 

Pediatrics and Infant Feeding: Infant and child feeding will be studied 
on the. children's floor, and in a formula room which feeds 100 babies 
daily. 

Teaching Experience: The student dietitian will assist in the ir. 
tion of student nurses in the diet kitchen and formula room, and i: 
laboratory. She will also assist with classes In nutrition and diet th- 

The student will teach discharge diets to hospital patients when 
ordered. She will work for one month in the Out-Patient clinic, where she 
will assist the dietitian in diet instruction, demonstration, and group teach- 
ing. 

Additional Training: Field trips will be arranged including wholesale 
groceries and meat distribution plants, oilier hosipitals, and in ad<. 
the markets and restaurants already mentioned. 

Nutrition Clinic Opened 

A food clinic for the instruction of patients and personnel was op*ned 
in June. Facilities were provided for group Instruction and a dietll 
made available for discussion of feeding problems.

Many repairs and a few replacements are needed, but theue can 
be accomplished very slowly or not at all under present conditio!

Gentlemen: 

The annual report of the Housekeeping Department for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1943 and ending June 30, 1944 is herewith sub- 
mitted. 

The activities during the past year hare chiefly been centered on 
efforts to maintain a standard of cleanliness and sanitation throughort 
the hospital in spite of the large turnover of personnel and the difficulty 
encountered In securing desirable replacements. Changes in schedules 
and adjustments have been continuous because we now have many more 
employees who are physically handicapped. They require a great deal of 
supervision, and their duties in many cases must be restricted according 
to their ability. 

The change made in having colored women perform the duties which 

were formerly done by men has worked out satisfactorily fa some cases, 

•>ut fa the work of floor maintenance it has slowed up the work consld- 

li'ly. Women are not able to cover the amount of territory which men 

were able to do. 

\\';ill washing has been almost entirely eliminated because it was 
impossible to secure men who could be trained for this work. The walls 
In many sections of the hospital are showing up badly for want of clean- 
big. The entire Student Nurses' Residence and Doctors' Quarters need 
wall washing or painting very badly. 

Tin; window washing contract has been renewed with the National 
Window Cleaning Company and the inspection and supervision of this 
work have been assigned to the Housekeeping Department. 

Insect extermination continues to be fairly satisfactorily done by 
contract, but the Company responsible for this work Is also handicapped 
by Inadequate personnel and shortage of material. 

Twenty-one new positions have been created during the past year 
due to the opening of the Convalescent Home, and the Increase in the 
number of Student Nurses. The ward sections of the 6th and 11th floors 
In the Main Hospital Building have been arranged as living quarters for 
student nurses, and in the Nurses* Residence every room not urgently 
needed for another purpose has been converted into a dormitory for the 
v tuilents. 

The Salvage Division has continued to operate and $2,085.65 worth 
of material was turned oveT to salvage dealers for profitable use, which 
otherwise would have been discarded or burned. 

One recommendation which we hope can be realized some time dur- 
ing the coming year is that a place tor storage of furniture and equlp- 
be provided in the Main Hospital Section or near it. Because nu 
ie place has been assigned, furniture is stored in various places 
and moved from time to time when the space is needed for other pur- 

LINEN AND SEWING SECTION 
This section has continued to operate under the system established 
fa 1941. While the turnover of personnel has not been so great In this 
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section, it has been difficult to keep the Central Linen Section functioning 
properly because we have only a minimum number of employees in thi« 
unit and no one to relieve those who are out sick or on vacations Th* 
shortage of laundry personnel has also been felt In the Linen S. 
The supply of linen purchased has been increased during the past yen 
so that patients have not suffered for want of clean linen. 

The Sewing Section Is badly in need of additional seamstress* 
The opening of the vacant floors for student nurses, the opening 01 
Convalescent Home the Kenny Unit, Biood Bank, the proposed openlrc 
of another floor in the Colored T. B. Building .places additional responslb: 
ty and labor on this division, which the present number of seamstresses 
■ j?. . a ? t0 carry ' Besides the manufacture of new linen for the** 
additional units, the work of repair has been notably Increased A re- 
quest baa been made to employ two more seamstresses. An electric cut- 
ter is also badly needed to speed up the work. The seamstress who is cut

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REPORT OF THE SOCIAL SERVICE DEPARTMENT 
July 1, 1943 through June 30, 1944 

STAFF 

Compared with the fiscal year, July 1942-1943, during which there 
were 34 requests for leave or resignations in the department, turnover 
in the fiscal year, 1943-1944, dropped markedly. In all there was a total 
of 17 resignations or requests for leave tn the entire staff: in the medi- 
cal social work staff there were ten resignations and two requests for 
leave and three leaves were terminated; in the clerical staff there was 
one request for leave and six resignations; one worker resigned in the 
Hospital Intake Unit staff. During the past year there Were 16 replace- 
ments in the staff: H in the medical social work staff, 4 in the clerical 
staff and one replacement in the Hospital Intake Unit. 

During the fiscal year there were two vacancies in the department 
— one Medical Social Worker I and one Medical Social Worker II. No at- 
tempt was made to fill these positions because the budget did not pro- 
vide for salaries for either one. 

It is not known to what stability of staff should he attributed. Cer- 
tainly there was no dimunition in the number of Jobs offered members 
of the staff. Contributing factors to the decrease in resignations seemed 
'o be the salary adjustment for Medical Social Worker I from $125 to 
J135 a month and the two step raises during the year for the entire 
staff. Furthermore, it was believed that the fact that the hospital had 
agreed to provide medical services for hospital personnel helped to make 
the staff feel an accepted part of the hospital program. 

WORK OF THE DEPARTMENT 

During the year the department carried out its two functions: To 
provide case work services to patients under treatment and to deter- 
mine eligibility of applicants for free medical care. 

Caie Work Services 

Case work services were available to any patient under treatment 
in Charity Hospital wards, clinic, accident and admitting departments. 
To provide coverage for the entire hospital the work was divided as fol- 
lows:

In November, 1943 it was decided to abolish the general clinic «*? 
vice and add clinics to all of the remaining ward services. This v 
change which the Department had wanted to make for some time bi; 
been hesitant to carry out because it meant a radical change i 
assignments. By combining the clinic with the same type of ward so 
the workers had continuity of working relationships both with thi 
and with the patients, which made for a more satisfactory service •*■ 
signment, but the change did mean additional work. Although the 
era questioned whether or not the new assignments could be h:r 
after a trial iperiod they preferred the re-arrangement Therefore, as 
staff was secured the services were broken down into smaller unit 
til November, 1943 there were four supervisors on the staff. On 1 ' 
Mrs, Bnolia Archinard requested six months leave which was lat< 
tended to one year's leave in order to do a demonstration job as the ■»* 
ical social worker connected with the City Department ot Health Venero* 
Disease Clinic providing case work services for the girls arrestt 
charges of prostitution and found to have venereal disease. Sin, 
not possible to replace Mrs. Arcbinard, her work was divided among ta* 
remaining supervisors and the director.

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This total does not Include all ot the services rendered patlenta by 
ihe department since no attempt Is made to keep a statistical account 
of all services given. For example, no count la kept of letters of inquiry 
about patients who have not received treatment within the last month 
which are handled by the director and the supervisors, nor is any sta- 
tistical count made of appliances secured for which the patient pays. 
Many services to patients can be completed within one interview and 
few of these are recorded statistically.

In thene tables it will be seen that during the year the number or 
patients interviewed has Increased and the number of Ineligible patleuts 
found had nearly doubled. During the year when it became impossible for 
Ihe interviewers to handle the number of applicants who were above the 
wale, additional staff was requested. Since this request was not granted, 
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makeshift adjustments in the volume of work had to be resorted to. it 
was considered important for the interviewers to complete as rapidly as 
possible all investigations undertaken. Therefore it was believed that th* 
Unit would be more effective if it completed a smaller number of ii 
gallons instead of trying to investigate all ot the patients above the scale 
with the resulting large number of pending incomplete investigations. In 
view of this, on several occasions, the hospital agreed to make :■■ 
ments in the scale In an attempt to help the interviewers keep up 
their work. 

The Health Division o! the Council of Social Agencies was concerned 
over the fact that hospitals and clinics of New Orleans offering free care 
had not adjusted their scales in relation to the rise in the cost of living 
Material was gathered from all of the hospitals and clinics in New Orleans 
offering free care and the figures in regard to the rise in the cost of 11*- 
ing were secured also. This material was discussed with the Orleans Par- 
ish Medical Society. The Orleans Parish Medical Society suggested that 
the scale be raised to $125 a month for a man, his wife and one child 
or expectant child plus $15 a month additional for each dependent and 
that the Council take the initiative for trying to get all of the hospital 
and clinics in New Orleans to use the same scale. The Board of .\ 
istrators of Charity Hospital approved the scale for use at Charity 
Council is now trying to get other hospitals and clinics in New Ch 
to use it. The Orleans Parish Medical Society did not make recommends 
tions for a single individual but on the basts of the recommends 
a couple, the hospital approved the suggestion that $S5 be set up toi 
gle individuals. 

In the fall of 1943 there was publicity over the fact that space i: 
Private hospitals was too limited to meet the demand; and thai ; 
urgent that private hospitals utilize some of the empty space ai 
Orleans Charity Hospital. The hospital agreed to accept private p ;i 
in need of emergency treatment who were unable to secure accommoda- 
tions in private hospitals. These patients would be billed and they woaW 
not he able to have their own doctors In attendance. In bo far as posslbU 
the Hospital Intake Unit kept track of such cases and during th 
year there were 22 such cases admitted. An agreement was woi 
with the Hospital Service Association to the effect that the Hospital S*r 
vice Association would be notified of all applicants who had ho 
tion insurance, who did not need emergency treatment, and who 
requesting hospitalization at Charity Hospital. The Hospital Ben 
sociation would be responsible for making arrangements for th 
to secure accommodations in a private hospital, provided the patient was 
able to pay for a private doctor's services. There have been several ii 
stances in which the patient carried hospital insurance but was financial- 
ly unable to meet the cost of a physician's service and had to be accept** 
for free care at Charity Hospital. 

STUDENT TRAINING PROGRAM 

During the summer, spring and fall semesters a. total of 22 student* 
were assigned to Charity Hospital. Of these, 11 were supervised by a f 
time instructor from Tulane and the remaining 11 were sup 
the Social Service Department. Two of the supervisors and one 
case workers participated in the student training program. Th. 
ment was very pleased to have been able to assume responsibility r 
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training of hair of the students assigned here for field work placement. 
Besides the program with the Tulane School of Social Work, the depart- 
ment continued to participate in the educational program of the Charity 
Hospital School of Nursing; one member of the supervisory staff was re- 
sponsible for teaching several courses. There has been participation by 
the director and staff members in the teaching of medical students In 
the Preventive Medicine Course at Tulane University School of Medicine 
m well as some special classes at LSTJ. 

STAFF DEVELOPMENT 

Two members of the supervisory staff took the course In supervision 
»t the Tulane School of Social Work during the spring semester and at- 
tended the institute on supervision given at the State Conference of So- 
cial Welfare in April. For some time it had been felt that the staff wished 
to participate more in the administration of the department and that the 
staff seemed to feel that a lack of stimulation in the staff program. In an at- 
tetn©t to meet the needs of the staff a series of meetings was planned. 
The first set was devoted to a discussion of service assignments, with 
each worker presenting her service and the problems it involved; the sec- 
ond half of the Beries included a discussion of social case work problems 
n general and post war needs in relation to social work. As a further 
d in helping to think through the problem of staff participation in ad- 
ministration, the American Public Welfare Association, Social Security 
Board, Family Welfare Association and a number of other professional or- 
sanitations were circularized in an attempt to get material together on 
this point. A bibliography was compiled and disseminated among the case 
work and supervisory staffs. 

After having tried the evaluation norm worked out by Mrs. Enolia 
An hiimrd, a member of the supervisory staff, over a period of one year, 
the supervisory staff and Mrs. Archinard discussed revision on the basis 

>f findings resulting from its use. The revised form will be used during 
'be coming year. In connection with this the Staff Council requested 
tbal the supervisory staff work out a norm to show the achievements of 
the second year worker. This would be patterned on the project Worked 
not by Mrs. Archinard to show the development of the worker after her 
'Int year. The Staff Council requested also that evaluation take place 
f on(lnuously during supervisory conferences. From this series of dlBcus- 
»lons the Staff Council and the supervisory staff drew up an outline of 
what they thought the supervisory conferences should consist; both de- 
fined consultative supervision; both outlined the stage a worker should 
nave reached In order to be ready for consultative supervision. As a re- 
•ult of theBe Joint discussions it was agreed that as many cases as possi- 
util be recorded for it is difficult to give adequate supervision with- 
out ihc use of records; the supervisors would decide when a worker was 
ready for consultative supervision; evaluation would be a continuous pro- 
caas; as last year the majority of the workers were in their first Job 
Placement, emphasis on developing a norm for the first year worker was 
rightfully placed; however, now as the bulk of the workers are In their 
aecond year, a norm for the second year worker should be developed. The 
•up«rvisory staff and staff council were to have a series of Joint discus- 
•Ions on the material secured from the Institute at the State Conference 

T Fern Lowry and the most recent seminar on supervision at Tulane. 

his exchange of views and information between the supervisory staff 
and the staff council was considered a very healthful and hoipeful sign.

DRESSINGS 

By supplying gauze and adhesive for dressings and by arranging tor 
nursing service from the City Department of Health, It is often possible 
to discharge patients from the hospital earlier than would otherwise be 
feasible. This enables the hospital to begin treatment of another patient. 
In the same way it Is possible also to keeip patients from returning to the 
clinic several times a week for dressings. There are some conditions 
«uch as colostomies, esophageal strictures, etc. which need dressings 
over an indefinite period. As the cost of such dressings bought through 
drug stores is prohibitive and in view of the advantages from the point of 
view of the hospital of relieving the wards and clinics, gauze and adhe- 
sive for dressings for out-patients has been supplied by the hospital tor 
several years. 

The following table shows the amount of gauze, adhesive and bandage 
given to patients during the fiscal year:

It. was during the past fiscal year that the Patients* Welfare Fund was 
available for use. In May, 1943 it was decided that the funds which 
Ming received from the housing In Charity Hospital of military per- 
sonnel referred by the TJSO over the weekend would be placed in a fund 
i'!signated as the Patients' Welfare Fund. Because of the shortage 
<»t facilities and the great Influx of enlisted men to New Orleans over the

weekend. It had been decided that they could be given shelter at a nominal 
fee at Charity Hospital whenever all other available sources for their 
care In the community had been exhausted. The Fund can be dispen*** 
only with the approval of a committee of three: the director of the hos- 
pital, the secretary- treasurer of the hospital and the head of the Social Ser- 
vice Department. Within the Social Service Department It was agreed 
that approval of the worker's supervisor was to be secured before applica- 
tion for the use of the Patients' Welfare Fund was made; that a sum- 
mary in triplicate outlining the social situation and reasons why u- 
Fund was being requested was to be prepared. One copy of this summit? 
is on file in the Social Service Department, the second copy la include- 
In the patient's record in the Social Service Department and the 
copy which is signed by the committee is on file In the secretary-treasur- 
er's office. The Patients' Welfare Fund was used mainly to supp: 
the lack of resources In the community; for example, to provide appli- 
ances of all kinds, to provide funds for transportation for out of town pa- 
tients to attend clinic, to provide food and shelter for patients waitir.c 
to be given a relief grant from the Department of Public Welfare, to pro- 
vide custodial care for young chronically ill Negroes. The Fund has proved 
Invaluable by enabling patients to get the maximum benefit from treat 
raent and by facilitating hospital turnover. The fact that it was set *9 
with a minimum of restrictions as to its use, made It particularly h. 
The department now wonders how it ever functioned without the u 
such a fund. An analysis of the Patients' Welfare Fund has been suggtwt 
ed to the Tulane School of Social Work as a possible subject for a thesis

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Since July, 1939, $3100, known as the Insulin Fund, has been made 
available to the Social Service Department, $2500 of this having been se- 
cured through the Lucien K. and Kathcrine E, Price Foundation and $600 
from donations secured by Dr. George S. Bel. 

A total of 71 patients have been served during the fiscal year ending 
5/30/44. Thirty-four patients needed the Fund more than once during the 
year and 58 were given insulin over a period of two to three months. This 
procedure wis followed until some other plan could be worked out where- 
by they could secure the necessary insulin. 

The Insulin Fund expenditures vary with the amount of money avail- 
able to the Department of Public Welfare for relief expenditures, especial- 
ly for those cases that fall within the Others Assistance category, since 
ihe bulk of the diabetic patients fall within this group. For example, since 
the Department of Public Welfare had a sufficient public relief appropri- 
ation to be able to issue full relief grants during the year 1943-1944, the 
Insulin expenditures for the year were reduced to $213.19 in contrast to 
expenditures of $49.82 for the previous fiscal year, when the relief crisis 
In the Department of Public Welfare caused that agency to drop a large 
proportion of the diabetic ipatients. 

A total of 280 patients were helped through these funds during the 
year. There may have been other patients needing such assistance 
under treatment, but they were not brought to the attention of the depart- 
ment.

RELATIONSHIPS WITH OTHER AGENCIES 
Traveler* Aid Society 

Both the hospital and Traveiers Aid Society have been meeting a &*■ 
cided problem in arranging temporary care for nonresident paycfaot 
tlenta pending their transfer to their state of residence. The Travele: 
Society wished to try to work out a plan whereby the hospital w 
vide care during this temporary period but the hospital beli. 
this was a problem which should be met by community agencies an 
by the hospital. In some instances it was possible for the hospital t' 
transfer patients directly to East Louisiana State Hospital when th> 
Hospital for Mental Diseases refused to accept them on a temporary h* 
sis. The hospital was encountering difficulty in securing transpo: 
for mentally ill patients back to their state of residence. Although Act SS* 
of 1942 was thought to commit the Department of Institutions to p ; . 
expenses of returning such patients to the state of their residence, th* 
attorney for the Department of Institutions ruled that these eotpenW 
should be borne by the hospital. Since a private social agency su 
Travelers Aid Society could not assume such financial responsible 
cept for a limited number of cases, the Patients' Welfare Fund had 
used as a last resort. 

Selective Service 

During March, the Department of Public Welfare began securing t< 
formation for the induction center. An Advisory Committee compo.- 
the executives of all the case work agencies in New Orleans was ai 
ed to the Orleans Parish Department of Public Welfare. Informat. 
cured from the various social agencies by the medical agents of th 
partment of Public Welfare was to be sent In a sealed envelope to tb' 
induction center and made available to the psychiatrist. It was hoped tb» 
this program would make possible better screening out of potential new* 
psychiatric cases. It Is not known at this time how much extra w 
will mean to the Social Service Department. If it becomes more tha, 
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be handled it may be possible for the medical agents of the Department 
of Public Welfare to come to the Social Service Department to read and 
summarize our records. 

Health Division, Council of Social Agencies 

In October, 1943 the Health Division of the Council of Social Agen- 
cies was asked whether or not some plan could be worked out in the com- 
munity to provide care for chronically ill Negroes under sixty years of age. 
In New Orleans institutional facilities tor aged Negroes include the Lou- 
isiana Freedmen Asylum, Widow Faith's Home, Lafon Catholic Old Folks 
Home and Lafon Protestant Old Folks Home. Of these four, the two La- 
fon Homes arranged to provide custodial care for a few chronically ill 
Negroes regardleSB of age. It was b%JIeved by the agencies responsible for 
the Intake of these two Homes that by providing such care an attempt 
was being made to recognize and to meet a community lack. On 8/19/43, 
however, the intake policy of the Lafon Catholic Old Folks Home was 
changed and it was decided not to accept younger bedridden patients. It 
was believed that inasmuch as the Lafon Catholic Old Folks Home was 
originally established to provide care for aged Catholic men and women, 
it seemed only fair that the few vacancies which occurred should he re- 
served for this age group. Although there Is no written policy available, 
the tendency is to use the Protestant Home in the same way. 

Since June, 1942 the hospital has attempted to keep a list of patients 
designated as long term patients. These are patients who have been hos- 
pitalized for two months or longer regardless of the reason. Of these long 
term patients reported between 6/1/42 and 9/30/43, the cases of chroni- 
cally lit Negroes who remained In the hospital because of lack of facilities 
In the community for custodial care have been analyzed. During the 13 
months period, there were 14 such patients ranging from 20 to 85 years 
of age In Charity Hospital. This figure does not include any children, or 
patients who were mentally ill, or who had advanced infectious tubercu- 
losa ; nor does it Include patients from outside Orleans Parish. Of these 
14 patientH, three died, placement plana were effected for six — four 
were placed In the Lafon Homes, one in a boarding home and one in the 
home of relatives. No plans could be made for five, all of whom have 
remained In the hospital over an indefinite period. Both Lafon Homes 
refused to accept these patients because of their youth and none could 
be cared for outside of an institution. 

The Health Division agreed to refer the problem to the City to find 
out whether or not it would not be possible for New Orleans to provide 
care for Negroes as is now being done for white chronically ill patients. 
Subsequently, the City agreed to provide such care post war, 

VOLUNTEERS 
American Red Cross 

Gray Ladies.— In spite of the heat the Gray Ladies reported faithfully 
during the summer and their service was very valuable. In the Social Ser- 
vice Department the Gray Ladies are responsible for handling the intake 
desk, for assisting with filing and functioning as an aide on the orthopedic 
and diabetic services. In other departments of the hospital the Gray La- 
dles are assigned to the OrleanB Parish School teacher, to Central Service, 
Nursing Service, the Admitting Department and the Pharmacy. 

A new class of Gray Ladles, which was needed badly, was Inducted 
during the year. 
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Staff Assistant— Throughout the year a staff assistant reported regu- 
larly three times a week to answer the telephone. 

Office of Civilian Defense 

Typists from the Office of Civilian Defense reported twice a week 
throughout the year. Two Office of Defease volunteers were assigned to 
the clinic Social Service office during that period to help answer Ui« 
telephone and to act as receptionist. Through the use of volunteers it was 
possible to catalogue and index all of the books in the Social Service De- 
partment library.

A member of the supervisory staff* was the chairman of the Gulf 
trict of the American Association of Medical Social Workers and a 
ed the executive meetings of that Association in Chicago in the fall 
staff members attended the National Conference of Social Work In ( 
land in May and the director participated in a panel on Extramural Pro- 
grams In Medical Social Work.

Orleans during April, 1944. The director served on two national 
tees of the American Asosclation of Medical Social Workers. All mem 
bers or the staff served on committees of the New Orleans Coun. 
Social Agencies. Members of the department participated also in the re- 
cruitment program of the American Association of Social Workers in an 
attempt to increase enrollment In schools of social work.

Each month two post graduate students are accepted In the Division 
of Parasitology lor special training in this specialty- The Department of 
Pathology of Charity Hospital, Division of Parasitology, enjoys a national 
reputation and the enviable distinction of being the only place where 
such training is offered to Registered Medical Technologists in the United 
States. Pathologists in many states have availed themselves of the 
opportunity of having their Medical Technologists pursue this specialized 
course. These Btudents are of great assistance to the Department since 
they perform much of the work of the Division while studying.

The efficiency of this unit has been greatly impaired by the difficul- 
ty in obtaining personnel to serve as Autopsy Assistants. The base pay 
for this class of personnel was increased by the Civil Service Commie- 
"ion but even this has not alleviated the shortage, since the job requires 
able bodied men and there are few available. 

PERSONNEL 

The shortage of Medical personnel continues to be felt by the Depart- 
ment. The small full time staff has been considerably burdened through- 
out the year not only by a general increase In all activities hut most par- 
ili-uiarly by the enormous increase in the Pasteur Institute due to the ra- 
bies epidemic. 

On July 1, 1943 the technical staff numbered 15, on January 1, 1944 
tola had been increased to 17 which is a wholly inadequate staff for the 
volume of work performed. On July 1, 1944 the department had but 12 
Medical TecJlOotogteta. Drastic reductions in volume must be accompHnln'il 
tn order to maintain the standards of quality desirable. Every effort hits 
been made to compensate for this reduction iu trained personnel by util- 
ising to the fullest extent all types of accessory personnel such as Stu- 
dents. Externes, Laboratory Helpers and Volunteers from the Office of 
iu Defense. These individuals have rendered excellent service under 
the direct supervision or the much reduced trained staff. 

The very efficient Medical Secretarial Staff has rendered invaluable 
■ to the Department. In addition to the very heavy volume of rec- 
ords prepared they have assisted the Medical Staff in the preparation of 
papers, compilation of statistical data from the departmental 
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records, and the preparation of numerous statistical and other types ot 
reports. 

The Civil Service Classification of the Secretary to the Department 
and Clerical Supervisor was changed from Stenographer Clerk II t 
Stenographer Clerk III. This latter classification is more nearly b 
with the duties of the position which are those of an administrative as- 
sistant to the Director of the Department of Pathology. 

EQUIPMENT 
A requisition for two additinoal autopsy tables for the Division o! 
Pathologic Anatomy was approved by the Board of Administrators awl 
the contract let in October. The tables were delivered fa June and will 
shortly be installed in the Morgue. These tables are of stainless ste. 
struction and embody a number of special features which the Pathologist* 
deem necessary and desirable. This additional quipment fills a Ioni 
need and will relieve the situation when several autopsies must be per- 
formed simultaneously. 

The Board of Administrators approved the purchase ol a set of Sound 
Scriber equipment including Recorder and Transcriber. This apparatus :■• 
primarily for use in the Autopsy Room so that the results of the (post mor- 
tem examination may be recorded during the autopsy. It has aire:, 
the short time it has been in use proved of inestimable value fa the sav- 
ing of time and improvement of records. 

The Department is in need of considerable additional and new e<jaip 
"'wl'u 1 ? replace that w <>rn out through normal use and to augment Out 
which is inadequate for the activities of the Department. 

The nine Basal Metabolic machines which are of three different type* 
snoulei be replaced by new equipment all of the same type. Three , 
machines are over ten years old and are unusable because of fr. 
mechanical breakdowns. The three Jones Metabolism testers an 
quentiy out of commission and must be returned to the factory f 
pairs as the company does not maintain a service division In this are*.

State University School of Medicine in December. 

The Director of the Department, as Chairman of the Parasitology I* 
vision of the Registry and Loan Committee of the American Socl. 
Clinical Pathologists organized an exhibit on Tropical Diseases foi 
Annual Meeting of the American Society of Clinical Pathologists 
was participated in by many national authorities in this field. 

The section of the exhibit entitled "The Pathology of Amebiasis, M* 
laria and Histoplasmosis" which was prepared by the Department of P* 
thology and Bacteriology Louisiana State University and Charity Ho* 
pital was awarded the gold medal for excellence. 
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Dr. Bmll E. Pallk with Dr. J. R. Schenken presented a paper entitled 
"Disseminated Granuloma Venereum" at the Annual Scientific meeting 
of the American Society of Clinical Pathologists' meeting In Chicago in 
June. The Director and Dr. E. L. Burns presented a paper on "Mycetoma 
Pedis" at the same meeting. 

Dr. Emll E. Palik, Pathologist, was elected to Fellowship In the 
American Society of Clinical Pathologists and Dr. Marion Hood. Visiting 
Parasitologist, Louisiana State Untversty, was elected to Associate Mem- 
bership In the same society at the Annual Meeting in June. 

Dr. Jamea Watt of the V. S. Public Health Service has continued 
hla researches on the Etiology and Treatment of Enteric Diseases, dur- 
ing this year and has presented several scientific papers and exhibits 
baaed partly on the results of his studies at Charity Hospital.

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REPORT OF DEPARTMENT OF ANESTHESIA 
July 1, 1943 to June 30, 1944 

0. P, Daly, M. D., Director 
Charity Hospital 

Dear Dr. Daly: 

The activities of the anesthesia department during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1944 have varied little from previous years. The problem 
of personnel has become more acute In spite of the fact that thr 
mum entrance salaries for technician anestheists were raised. The fig- 
ure, however, still falls a good deal short of the current salaries availabi.- 
In other institutions. Were it not for the fact that we rely almost e< 
upon student personnel, the operation of this department would tx 
tremely difficult. 

The inspector of the Council on Education of the American Medical 
Association visited the hospital and recommended approval of the residec 
cy in anesthesia. Approval is retroactive to the date of inception of the 
residency. The resident physician anesthetists have been an invaluable 
aid and Instrumental in Improvement of the calibre of the profession 
vice rendered by the department even in the face of handicaps bi 
on by the war. Without their assistance, the supervision of the studei 
technicians would have been impossible with the dwindling staff of erad 
uate technicians. 

The oxygen therapy department has been the source of considerable 
consternation, because of the manpower shortage. The operation of this 
department is aimost wholly dependant upon the services of young 
males. This class of personnel is difficult to secure. 

The equipment of the department has been improved. Pour m 
sign double canister circle filters were purchased and placed on mac] 
In the general operating rooms. The single canister filters which are old. 
and less serviceable -were placed on the less used machines in th. 
operating rooms where they are entirely satisfactory. Four new 
machines were purchased. These together with the old machines ., 
the use of one suction In each operating room now In use. One 
has been placed in the accident room, where the danger of aspiration i 
distinct hazard. Three operating rooms were outfitted with aney: 
equipment to be used for tuberculosis patients and one on infectious case* 
of non-tuberculosis nature. This isolation of equipment further minimis 
the danger of cross infection from one patient to the nest which w 
tofore present.

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REPORT OF KENNY UNIT 
July 1, 1943 to June 30, 1944 



The establishing and successful operation of the Kenny Unit for treat- 
ing poliomyelitis cases (Infantile Paralysis) occurring in the State of Loo 
iBiana is an ideal example of how two state departments can functso: 
beneficially and constructively without duplicating activities In solvinc * 
particular problem. 

This Unit operates Jointly with the Crippled Children Services 
Louisiana State Board of Health and the Charity Hospital of Nv 
leans, In cooperation with the Tulane University Medical School. I 
ana State University Medical Center, and the Orleans Chapter of' t 1 
tionai Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, Incorporated. 

Isolation 

Patients admitted are treated under strict isolated conditions, a spe- 
cial technique is employed In virus destruction of all body discharges 
from cases coming under the care of this institution. 

From a public health aspect, communities throughout the state w* 
also protected, in that acute cases are accepted for treatment there'- 
removing a potential source of contamination. 

Orthopedlc-Pedlatric Service 

It is felt that treatment started early, or in the acute stage of polio- 
myelitis, tends to offer the greatest amount of benefit to the patient 
therefore, a "setup" to meet this situation la In operation. 

The pediatric staff Is responsible for diagnosis and general pediatric 
care of each patient, whereas the orthopedic staff orders the necessar> 
type of treatment, only after the diagnosis has been rendered The dis- 
charging of cases is the responsibility of the orthopedic surgeon. 

After the (patient is discharged "follow-up" work is done through tt« 
various orthopedic clinics conducted by the Crippled Children Service* 
of tie Louisiana State Board of Health which are conveniently 
throughout the six areas in the State of Louisiana. 

Nursing Service 

The nursing phase in this Unit in a highly specialized type in tost 
the general nursing care of the patient must be primarily considered. *» 
well as the necessary function of applying the heat therapy aa cor 
in the Kenny method. 

The nurse is responsible to the orthopedic and pediatric staff in 
rying out their instructions. Prior to acceptance of this responsible 
must be properly Instructed and trained. 

Physiotherapy Service 

The physical therapy phase In the Kenny Unit Is well organised t» 
render the necessary service in aiding the patient to receive the 
mum amount of benefit from this type of treatment. Proper p,. : , : 
rest in bed to prevent deformities, Bxereise and muscle training or i 
tients are the activities in which the physio-therapist is engaged. She Is w 
sponsibl for carrying out the instructions of the orthopedic surgeon 
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Special School Service 

There is in operation at the Kenny Unit an accredited school with 
classes for both elementary and high school courses. All school age chil- 
dren who are patients have the opportunity of attending school and will 
re full credit for the work completed during their stay in the hospital. 
This ia a unique school in that the teacher must adjust her classes to co- 
incide with the regular scheduled treatment period. The teacher and nec- 
essary school supplies are furnished by the Orleans Parish School Board. 

Medical Social Service 

The Crippled Children Services maintains its own social service de- 
partment. This department determines eligibility for care under the Crip- 
pled Children Program. It assists in making adjustments In the home prior 
to and following hospitalization. It aids the patient and parents to meet 
problems confronting them, due to illness. 

Teaching Activity 

The various phases of treatment and epidemiology of poliomyelitis 
are taught to medical Btudents at this Unit, as well as post-graduate work 
for specializing physicians, by the orthopedic and pediatric departments 

Tulane University Medical School and Louisiana State University 
Medical Center. Student nurses and affiliates of Charity Hospital are as- 
>lgned to the Kenny Unit service as a part of their general training. 

Entertainment 

It is the custom at the Kenny Unit to supply various types of entertain- 
ment In the form of parties, motion picture shows, musical programs, and 
Performances by professional entertainers. Birth days of patients and the 
observance of various holidays are occasions for parties. The necessary 
iunda for these (parties are supplied by interested donors.

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LUNG STATION 

To the Board of Administrators and 

Dr. O. P, Daly, Director, 

Charity Hospital of Louisiana at New Orleans. 

Gentlemen: 

The Lung Station was officially opened on October 1st, 1943. By June 
30th. 1944. studies of pulmonary function had been made on 160 patients. 
The studies consisted In general of the following: Determination of the 
various components of the lung volume such as the complemental, tidal, 
reserve and residual air: functional tests of breathing capacity; ant! in 
some Instances, catheterization of the bronchi to estimate the individual 
function of each lung. At least eight chemical analyses of expired air 
were required for each set of determinations. In addition, analyses of tne 
blood gas content were carried out in a few instances. 

The Lung Station has been fortunate this year in securing the out- 
side help of an additional technician for four months. 

Special studies have been instituted In an attempt to evaluate the 

effect of certain therapeutic (procedures on the breathing capacity. Data 

rning pulmonary function has been collected on normal children so 

that standards of pulmonary function would be available for this age 

group. 

Tbe table below represents the various conditions and reasons for 
sending patients to the Lung Station.

I wish to submit a report of the operation of the Classes for Con- 
valescent Children of the Charity Hospital of Louisiana at New Orleans. 
for the fiscal year July 1, 1943 to June 30, 1944. inclusive. 

ENROLLMENT

Since February, 1943, the colored (patients have been located in the 
various wards on the ninth floor. This centralization of children h»* 
brought about an appreciable increase In the enrollment of the Class for 
Colored Convalescent Children. 

ACTIVITIES 

In general, the activities of programs of the classes have been aloof 
the same basic lines as they have in the past. Classes were com: 
each day, Monday through Friday, from 9:30 A. M. to 3:30 P. M. All am- 
bulatory patients of the Ninth Floor, who have written permission 
the physician In charge, are permitted to attend class. Bed patients ar» 
loaned text books and library books and are taught various kinds of handi- 
crafts. 

In planning the course of study for children In the Hospital di- 
stress Is placed on a thorough elementary school education. As far •» 
possible we try to follow the State Course of Study, But the children ar» 
transclent and of various ages and grade levels. We must, therefore, ad- 
just the curriculum to the needs of these boys and girls so that they may 
receive the Instruction that will make it possible for them to n 
their regular classroom. 

Provision for social development is made by having the children par 
tlcipate in various types of group games, story telling, dramatics, partir- 
for special occasions, music, crafts and construction projects. 

Seven members of the Grey Ladles of the American Red Cross spas' 
a few hours each week reading, telling stories, or teaching handicrafts to 
the children who are confined to the wards. 

Each month Mrs. Jae. T. Nix, a member of the Grey Ladles of 
American Red Cross, gave the children a party in the Whitv t • 
Classroom. 
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Seventy-five children were entertained on July 4, 1943, by Mrs. W. M. 
Stack, another member of the Grey Ladies of the American Red Cross, 

The American Red Cross, The Elk's Lodge No. 30, B. P. O. E, and 
the Happiness Helpers each gave a program and many gifts to the young- 
Btera at Christmas time. The employees of the Southern Bell Telephone 
and Telegraph Company and the Judie Cootiette Club No. 60, sent many 
toys and candy novelties to the children during the holiday season. 

The Happiness Helpers entertained and distributed gifts to the chil- 
dren during the Easter holidays. 

The Boy Scouts of America made many educational toys for the young- 
er children. 

This year the State Department of Education alloted the White Class 
For Convalescents the sum of $12.50 for the purchase of library books. 
To supplement this we received $10.00 from the Children's Bed Endow- 
ment Fund and a pledge of $15.00 from the Happiness Helpers. On Decem- 
ber 8, 1943, the State Department of Education was requested to (pur- 
chase sixty library books for the sum of $37.50. 

During Children's Book Week, November 10-16. 1943, the Zeta Phi 
Beta Sorority gave a second gift of books to the Class For Colored Con- 
valescent Children. This year the sorority gave the class seventy-five 
books and forty-seven books were given at its first presentation, Novem- 
ber, 1942. 

APPRECIATION 

At that time, I should like to thank the Board of Administrators of 
the Charity Hospital of Louisiana for the motion picture projector which 
was purchased for the use of the children patients located on the ninth 

door. 

The Orleans Parish School Board maintains a film library on varied 
subjects. Teachers use the films in thiB library for classroom work. They 
are a wonderful teaching aid in such subjects as science, language, social 
siudies and related subjects. Recreational films, comedies and news films 
will also he frequently utilized to create a richer, more ample and abundant 
life for the hospitalized child.
